Company to Fight Verdict. 

The company immediately filed a motion 
for a new trial. Failing in thie it will appeal 
the case to the State Supreme court and ul- 
timately to the United States Supreme court 
if necessary. 

It is expected the litigation will be drawn 
out for a year or two longet. 

If the case shall be affirmed there is little 
tangible property of the company in Texas 
with which to satisfy the judgment. It con- 
siste mainly of horses, harness, tank wagons, 
and some few pieces of indifferent real es- 
tate, the total value not exceeding $100,000, 


Issues in the Suit. 

The sult was originally instituted for the 
ousting of the Waters-Plierce Oil company 
under the charge that it had entered the 
state to do business unlawfully and was ex- 
isting here in violation of the anti-trust law. 
The penalties asked for were those fixed by 
the anti-trust laws of 1899 and 1908. The trial 
of the case consumed three weeks’ time. At 
the outset of the controversy the defense at- 
tempted to secure a change of venue under 
the plea that prejudice existed here,. but 
failed, and the case was proceeded with, the 
state using all but one day of the three 
weeks in presenting its evidence. 

The defense placed few witnesses on the 
stand, amd the case was submitted to the 
jury without argument by either side. 

The jury was given the case at 4:30 p. m. 
yesterday. The time consumed in delibera- 
tions would indicate that the jurymen had 
considerable contention as to the amount of 
cumulative penalties they should allow the 
state. As the grand total possible of assess- 
ment would have been $5,500,000, it seems evi- 
dent that a compromise was agreed upon. 

Judge’s Charge to Jury. 

The verdict was based on that part of Judge 
Brooks’ charge to the jury in which hé told 
the jurymen that if they found from a pre- 
ponderance of evidence that on June 1, 1900, 
or at any date subsequent thereto and prior 
to March 81, 1903, the Waters-Pierce com- 
pany brought about a combination of its 
capital with tae capital of the Standard 
ou company of New Jersey whereby the 
price in Texas of oll was sought to be fixed 
or whereby the trade in such oil in Texas 
was sought to be controlled or limited they 
were to return a verdict for the state. 

The jury was instructed that if it faund 
the company guilty of violating the state 
anti-trust law each day’s violation would 
constitute a separate offense. 

In arriving at its verdict the jury assessed 
the firm at $1,500 for every day of the time 
between April 1, 1903, and April 29, 1907, 
being 1,488 days, the penalty being $74,400, 
and also the interval between May $1, 1900, 
and March 81, 1903, being 1,088 days, the 
penalties for which are $1,549,000. 


Says Texas Will Lose.

NO $5 BILLS FOR CARFARE GO. 


Michigan Court Holds That Street Car 
Conductor Needn’t Change Piece 
of Money Larger than $2. 


petroit, Mich., June 1.—[Special, }]—Justice 
Ott set a Michigan precedent today by decid- 
ing that a street car conductor is not required 
to change a piece of money larger than §2 
when tendered by a passenger. | 
Dennis Galvin of Detroit boarded a Four- 
‘teenth street car on Feb. 16 last and tendered 
a $5 bill. The conductor refused the bill, 
claiming he was not obliged to change any- 
thing higher than $2, under the rules of the 
company. Galvin got off the car. 
Justice Ott based his decision on the ruling 
of the New York state supreme court, which 


which already has paralyzed sea trade and 
resulted in enormous loss to the big shipping 
companies. 

No matter what national loss the strike 
may entail, the government has decided that 
it will not be browbeaten by trades union- 
ism, but will consider every phase of the dis- 
pute before deciding upon its course. 

The abruptness with which the strike was 
inaugurated, to the utter disregard of the 
balance of the community, lays the move- 
ment open to sharp criticism, and has de- 
prived it of popular sympathy. If the strike 
is protracted all branches of industry will be 
disorganized. There is already a fish fam- 
ine in Paris as a result of the strike of the 
fishermen. 

Man Ships with Navy Men. 

Meanwhile the minister of marine has tele- 
graphed to Marseilles authorizing the use of 
navy men to man steamers. Seventy-four 
left Toulon for Marseilles today, twenty- 
eight of whom will take out the steamer Isly 
for Bizerta. All companies asking for simi- 
lar assistance will be supplied. 

Only three packet boats succeeded in leav- 
ing Marseilles today. Three destroyers ar- 
rived there to carry maritime mails and two 
steam tugs for ferries. 

Not a single vessel left Havre today. Com- 
mandant Alint was left alone on board the 
liner La Provence, its officers and crew hav- 
ing left. The liner’s 120 saloon and 295 sec- 
ond cabin passengers received their passage 
money back from the company and have 
gone to Cherbourg and Southampton. More 
than 2,500 immigrants are encamped on the 
wharves, amid heaps of baggage, awaiting 
the company’s arrangements with other 
companies to transport them. Seven hun- 
dred are sleeping in hotels and 800 in sheds. 
Others are housed in hastily improvised 
tents. 

Strikers Hold Vessels in Port. 

A crowd of 2,000 Havre strikers, hearing 
that an attempt would be made to take out 
the steamer Suzanne et Marie, rushed down 
to the harbor and arrived just as the steamer 
was backing out. The men at once closed 
the gates to the basin. At the same time 
they cast the tug Abele adrift and the tug 
and the steamer collided. Both vessels sus- 
tained damages. * f 

At Nantes the strikers prevented the 
steamer Denis Crouan from leaving port. 
They cast it off from the tug that was towing 
it and moored it to the quay, leaving a guard 
on board. 

The strike this morning spread to Cher- 
bourg, whence it was expected to forward 
Amerioan mails by foreign steamers. 


Government in Tight Place. 

The cabinet met today and considered the 
strike situation. The measures taken by the 
minister of marine to insure the dispatch of 
the mails to the colonies were approved and 
other measures were decided upon in case the 
strike is prolonged, but the nature of these 
measures was not announced. 

The position of the government, however, 
is admittedly extremely difficult. The jus- 
tice of the claim of the seamen that succes- 
sive French governments since Louis XIV. 
have “ borrowed” immense sums from the 
geamen’s funds is recognized, but the cul- 
prits now cannot be made to disgorge, and 
with the means at the disposal of the treas- 
ury the minister of marine says it is impos- 
sible to increase the minimum of the age 
pensions to $120 and $360 for men and officers, 
respectively, as the seamep’s organization 
demands.

Would Have Resigned Position.

Mr. Strassheim, whose ap- 
péintments were made to satisfy demands 
of 23 leaders in various sections of 
the city, refused to back up the jailer when 
re of insubordination called for vigorous 
action. 

Men discharged by Whitman were * 
back by the sheriff and put to work 
over the jailer’s head. One or two ler go 
periences were enough to teach the guards 
and employés that the head of the jail in 
reality was head only so long as the sheriff 
did not care to question his methods and 
that jn matters of employment he was with- 
out authority. . 

James Pease, when he succeeded to the 
position of sheriff temporarily on the death 
of Thomas Barrett, changed the working 
force &lmost completely. Strassheim, after 
he took the office, made another clean sweep, 
so that Whitman had two separate establish- 
ments to break in and train. That which 
now is in control of the jail has been there 
a comparatively short time only, and Mr. 
Langeloh, who succeeds Mr. Whitnian, has 
had only such experience as he could get as 
assistant jailer since Strassheim has been 
Sheriff. 

ZBad Enough in Any Event. 
With a new force, and with one which 
proved its willingness to be insubordinate. 
and with a sheriff who backed up the in- 
subordinates instead of the jailer, condi- 
tions were in a fair way to be bad enough. 
without any intentional wrong acts on the 
part of the employés. 
While methods by which some things are 
being done in the jail are not ascertained 
definitely, the fact that they are done is suf- 
ficiently apparent. 

The prisoners find it possible to satisfy 
their craving for morphine, cocaine, and 
other drugs, to get an occasional portion of 
strong drink, to obtain other contraband 
“ comforts,’’ and even, as has been disclosed 
by a recent case, to gratify an “ appetite "’ 
for dynamite. 

To look too closely jnto the methods might 
prove embarrassing for the jail manage- 
ment. There are two, possibly three, ways in 
which contraband articles can be obtained, 
By far the easiest would be through the 
guards themselves, especially from men em- 
ployed on the night watch. 


+ Boys Can Obtain Narcotics. 


Cocaine and morphine outfits have been 
found in the cells. The use of the drugs is 
not confined to adult prisoners. Frequent 
evidence is obtained to prove that boys and 
young men confined apart from older prison- 
ers get the narcotics. 

Much evidence has given a substantial 
basis to the suspicion that there are several 
employés who can reconcile it with their 
ideas of duty to sell a prisoner a drug at night 
when he is clamoring for his accustomed nar- 
cotie and in tortures of restlessness with- 

ut it. 

Vd from the easy opportunity which an 
employé would have at night to sell the con- 
traband stuff it is possible for unscrupulous 
attorneys to provide their clients with such 
articles. The attorneys are allowed freedom 
of access to prisoners, which is denied other 
callers, but the policy has been to restrict 
this privilege to prisoners who are not under 
suspicion of such practices and to attorneys 
who are not likely to be guilty of the offense. 

There also are possibilities of drugs, liquor, 
and other contraband stuff being distributed 
by trusties,“ but their freedom of move- 
ment is not so great as to make it highly 
probable that they could maintain a steady 
supply of drugs into the cells.

Monopoly on Profitable Business. 


Its practical effect is to give a monopoly on 
the most profitable business which can be 
done in the jail and indicates that the new 
management does not propose to frown on en- 
terprising business propositions in the prison. 
Mr. Strassheim is not original or unique 
in these ideas. They prevailed 150 years 
ago in English debtor prisons, but were 
supposed to have gone out of style. 

Whether guards are guilty of assistance 
or connivance in the introductions of drugs 
to the cells the fact that almost anything 
can be smugg-ed in is suffictent evidence of 
bad discipline. 

When a can of dynamite can find its way 
into a cell, it is believable that anything short 
of an elephant could be placed at the disposal 
of a prisoner who happened to need it for his 
complete happiness. 


‘ Presence of Dynamite Mystery. 


How the dynamite got in is as much a mys- 
tery as how drugs and how an occasional 
portion of strong drink getsin. The explo- 
sive was smuggled in while Whitman still 
was at the head of the jail, but, as has been 
related, his authority had been lost. Know- 
edge that it was trere came through prisor.- 
ers, and a search was made for it on the quiet 
and with much trepidation. 

It was conceivable that a false step would 
result in bringing a portion of the jail down 
about the ears of the searchers, but it was 
recovered in one of the cells without trouble. 
When the can, without being opened, was ex- 
ploded in the presence of powder experts, 
it was pronounced from its action to have 
been dynamtte. 

If the new management, by laxness, makes 
it any more easy to get things inside the jall 
it would be just as well to open tue front 
doors to all and sundry at any hours at which 
they. wish to call and with anything that they 
wish to bring. 

Effects of drugs can & observed daily, not 
only on the men, but on boys. The fact that 
they are used is of sufficient importance to 
the new management to warrant an investi- 
gation, even if the employés themselves be 
innocent of all wrong -oing. 


Declines to Add to Information. 
When the facts were put to Mr. Whitman 
at the bridewell, he disclaimed all knowl- 
edge of anything that would involve the em- 
ployés in wromgdoing and declined to add 
any information tothat which indicated that 
the jail was in danger of losing its standing 
as a high grade institution. 

“If 1 ever had obtained any information 
that positively connected an employé or a 
guard with ‘selling drugs to a prisoner, I 
would have had his head whether my own 
went or not,“ he said. “The man who would 
sell cocaine or any drug to a man in prison, 
where it is expected that he may be cured of 
the habit; is too mean to live. He could not 
live anywhere around an institution with 
which I was connected,”

“COMEBADES” PLAN TO GET con. 
VERTS IN CHURCHES. 


Amertean Christian Socialist Fellow- 
ship Proposes to “Get After“ the 
Preachers Who Talk Against Doe- 
trine—Passes Resolations Holding 
Party Should stand for Economie 
Not Religious Propaganda — Came 
paign Lecturers Are Named.

But we believe that the essence of socialism 


/and the essence of Christianity are the same 


tuing. and of this we are going to try and 
convince people.“ 


‘‘Comrades”’ Make Addresses. 


The afternoon and evening eéssions were 
devoted to details of organization and ad- 
dresses. In the afternoon speeches were 
made by the Rev. E. E. Carr, a Methodist 
minister and socialistic lecturer, the Rev. W.

BUILDER OF GANAL DIBS 


ARCHIBALD MACARTHUR SUC- 
CUMBS AFTER OPERATION. 


Prominent for Nearly Half a Cen- 
tury as a Contractor—Four See- 
tions of Chicago’s Drainage Chan- 
nel, Hundreds of Miles of Santa Fe 
Railroad, and Other Important 
Construction Work Done by His 
Company. 


Archibald MacArthur, president of the Mac- 
Arthur Bros. company. contractofs; and. 
chairman of the W. & A. MacArthur com- 
pany, limited, of Cheboygan, Mich., died yes- 
terday morning shortly after 10 0 ‘clock at his 
home at Riversidé, aged 72. He had been ill 
several weeks from acute stomach trouble 
and died. immediately after an operation. 

He was born at Mount Morris, N. T.. June 
15, 1884, the oldest son of John R. MacArthur, 


a prominent contractor of New York state, 


who was one of the builders of the Erie canal. 


He received an academic and technical train- 


ing in civil engineering at Rushford academy, 
and later joined his father and brothefs in the 
contracting business. 


First Successful in East. 

In 1857, with his brothers William and 
James, he established the firm of MacArthur 
Brothers, and its business was extended 
widely throughout the east until 1873 when 
the he&dquarters were moved to Chicago. 
In 1865 the firm of W. and A. MacArthur 
company, Limited, was founded, and has 
since done an extensive lumber businese in 
Michigan and Canada, 

On the death of the two younger brothers 
in 1893 the Illinois corporation of the Mac- 
Arthur Brothers company was formed, of 
which Mr. MacArthur became president and 
has since been the directing head. 

Mr. MacArthur had been identified with 
many important works, and executed many 
important contracts involving the construc- 
tion of thousands of miles of railroad and 
other important government works His 
company constructed. four sections of the 
Chicago sanitary canal and parts of several 
New York canals, built the great Wachu- 
setts dam for the Metropolitan Water works 
of Boston, and constructed the major por- 
tion of the Santa Fé road between Chicago 
and Kansas City. 3 * 


Bidder on Panama Canal. 

Last winter the MacArthur company 
gained much notice through a bid to under- 
take the construction of the Panama canal 
on the basis of 12 per cent. For the year 
1904 the contracts of the company exceeded 
$14,000,000. 

In 1856 Mr. MacArthur was married to Miss 
Keturah Pratt of Oramel, N. T., and of the 
marriage two sons and three daughters are 
still living. He leaves a widow, two sons. 
Arthur F. MacArthur, vice president of the 
company, of Chicago, and John R. Mac- 
Arthur of New York, and three daughters. 
Mrs. Robert Somerville and Mrs. Herbert 
Reagan of Riverside, III., and Mrs. William 
F. Storey of Ouray, Colo. The children, with 
the exception of Mrs. Storey, were with their 
father at the time of his death. 

The funeral will be held Monday morning at 
the residence at Riverside. Both funeral 
and burial will be private.

No disposition was shown yesterday by 
William R. Hearst or any one else to resume 
negotiations for the purchase of the Asso- 
ciated Press franchise of the defunct Chicago 
Chronicle, and the opinion is that it will not 
be revived. 

At the office of the publisher of the Chroni- 
cle it was said that the franchise had ex- 
pired technically,“ and an intimation was 
given that if anybody came along with 
enough money he might buy it and then find 
out later whether it was good for anything. 

No such hope, however, existed in the 
minds of the Chronicle people. They said 
the paper was down and out and asked 
that it be permitted to die in peace. 

Frank B. Noyes, president of the local 
board of directors of the Associated Press, 
said that no one had asked him about a sale 
or purchase of the franchise or whether the 
franchise still wae alive and kicking. His 
private opinion was it wae dead—to stay dead. 

He admitted it was a different situation 
than ever before had existed in the history 
of the press association, and under certain 
contingencies might cal ror a legal opinion, 
which would have to come from the com- 
pany’s general counsel in New York.

ONION THIRST GRTS HOPE 


ORGANIZERS ON WAY TO REFORM 
BREWERY WORKERS. 


News Is Received That unfair“ or- 
der Is Dropped from American Fed- 
eration—Action Affects 400 Locals 
in the United States—Jefferson 
Davis Pierce, Angel“ of mrs,“ 
to Fut the Amber Fluid on the 
Fair List. 


Hope once more was revived in the breast 
of the union beer drinker yesterday at an 
hour when everything looked black by the 
report that organizers were on the road to 
Chicago with instructions to forma union ”’ 
union and that the foamy brew once more 
would be placed upon the “ fair list. 

Just before this news reached Chicago the 
last doubt as to the official standing of beer, 
from the viewpoint of a union worker, was 
removed by the public announcement by Sec- 
retary Morrison of the American Federation 
of Labor that the charter of the International 
Union of Brewery Workers had been re- 
voked. The announcement was made at 
Washington in the absence of President 
Gompers. 

The action will affect every member of the 
400 locals in various parts of the United 
States and their 400,000 members. In the 
future these men, although members of their 
unions, will be looked upon by other union 
men as nonunion and not to be accorded 
any of the privileges that go with the union 
card, 

Ties Up Brewery Workers. 

“ The decision rendered by President Gom- 
pers is authorised by the executive council,” 
said Mr. Morrison. “It not only severs the 
connection of the International Union of 
United Brewery Workers with the American 
Federation of Labor, but, under the conetitu- 
tion of the federation, it will prevent the 400 
or more local unions of the brewery workers 
in the various parts of the country from being 
represented by delegates in the 600 city cen- 
tral bodies and the thirty-six state branches 
affiliated with the federation, or from receiv- 
ing the support or recognition in any way of 
the members of the 118 international unions 
holt ing charters from the federation.“ 

Thus the brewery workers will no longer be 
entitled to representation in the Chicago 
Federation of Labor. Its delegates will be 
obliged to withdraw at the first meeting. 

But it is promised that these hard times 
for the loyal unionist who has a thirst for 
beer oon will be over. It was reported that. 
organizers for the American Federation of 
Labor were on the road to Chicago to form 
a new union of brewery workers. The new 
union will be organized along such lines as 
will be acceptable to the national labor or- 
ganization. Until such has been done it will 
not be removed from the unfair list. 


Pierce Angel of Thirsty. 
Jefferson Davis Pierce is the national labor 
organizer who is looked to as the man who 
will rescue Chicago from its present pre- 
carious condition as far as beer is concerned. 
Mr. Pierce now ia in Columbus organizing a 
brewery workers’ union. As his work there 
practically is completed it is expected that 

he will arrive here during the week.

MRS. TANNER TELLS OF DREAD 
OF DR. CARL ANDERSEN. 


Explains Her Testimony Given fn ‘Hite 
Favor by Telling Judge Chetlain 
She Was Unable to Speak the Truth 
While the Physician Was Looking 
at Her—She Promises to Abandon 
Her Relations with Accused Man— 
Contempt Case Continued. 


In a complete retraction of her statement 
to the court on Friday Mrs. Henrietta M. 
Tanner, on trial before Judge Chetlain for 
contempt, swore yesterday that she had been 
unable to speak of Dr. Carl Andersen’s con- 
nection with the attempt to kidnap her little 
daughter, Virginia, because of the hypnotic 
influence Dr, Andersen had exercised over 
her. 

She said Dr. Andersen, with whom she had 
been living as a common law wife for two 
years, always exercised a strange power 
over her, and while in his power she was 
unable to control herself. 


Tells of Hypnotic Influence. 

After Mrs. Tanner had testified that Ander- 
sen knew of the habeas corpus proceedings 
brought by Tanner for the recovery of his 
daughter, and that the doctor had advised 
her to flee from the jurisdiction of the court, 
Attorney Lloyd G. Kirkland asked: 

Why didn’t you state that to the court 
in your testimony of yesterday, Mrs. Tan- 
ner?“ 

“I was afraid to tell on account of the 
presence in court of Dr. Andersen,“ sald Mrs. 
Tanner, with choking voice and tears in her 
eyes. I am afraid of him, your honor. He 
has a peculiar influence over me when he is 
near me. Yesterday he stood there near the 

ost and looked me straight in the eye and 
didn’t dare to say anything about him.“ 

Are you willing to discontinue your re- 
lations with Dr. Andersen?” asked the court. 

Tes, yes,“ replied Mrs. Tanner, quickly. 
IT have given him up and I want to forget 
him. IL never want to see him again, for I 
am afraid of him.“ 

Judge Chetlain continued the contempt 
proceedings against Mra. Tanner for thirty 
days and entered a decree awarding 
the permanent custody of the child to Tan- 
ner. Mrs. Tanner will be allowed to see her 
daughter at the discretion of the court. 


Thinks Andersen an Impostor. 


Dr. Andersen told the attorneys that he is a 
son of the controller of tne currency of Den- 
mark and he displayed a check for $500 on 
I. Andersen, Copenhagen. Danish Viee Con- 
sul A. Oldenburg said there is no one in the 
financial department of the Danish govern- 
ment by the name of Andersen. 

“I believe the man is an impostor,”’ said he. 
The contempt charges against Andersen, 
who Is in jail, will be heard next Wednesday 
in connection with a similar charge against 
Attorney Clark Varnum, formerly Mrs, Tan- 
ner’s lawyer, who aided in the attempt to re- 
move the child from the jurisdiction of the

Out Gunning for Sultans. 

On March 1 Lieut. Merrill left his camp at 
Malaig, in command of a detachment of 
thirty-nine constabulary soldiers, to attack 
the cotta of the sultan of Dllambayan. The 
‘eonstabulary rushed the cotta and killed two 
of the enemy. 

At 5 o'clock the next morning the march 
was resumed, and for more than four hours 
the soldiers were under a constant fire from 
bands of Moros, who harassed them from be- 
hind’ trees and bushes. The cotta of the sul- 
tan of Uali Ulama was reached shortly after 
9 o'clock. 


Kills Sultan; Saves Own Life.

Abbot Primate of Benedictines x- 
plains the Work Intrasted to His 
Order—New Version Net Even Con- 
templated — Scholars Will Weed 
Out.Only the Mistakes Which Have 
Crept Inte Text as Translated by 
St. Jerome,

Idelbrande de Hamptinne, abbot primate of 
the Benedictine order, furnishes the follow- 
ing detaile of the work recently. intrusted 
to that order by the biblical commission in 
connection with the vulgate: 

It hae been stated that the Benedictines 
are engaged in a revision of the vulgate or 
examination. of its variants with a view to 
auch revision. This work has’ been de- 
scribed as a continuation of that already 
undertaken but not yet concluded by the 

e monk, Vercellone. 

These statements are inaccurate. The 
real nature of the work intrusted to the 
Benedictines is a repristination of the orig- 
‘inal text of St. Jerome, which is)the Latin 
translation recognized as authentic by the 
Roman Catholic: church. Thie version ot 
the bible is not the first one, agit had been 
preceded by another known the Italia, 
which was in use before St. Jeyome’s, which 
was agopted in 1590. ret 


Changes in Original Text. 


“The original text of St. Jerome has suf- 
fered many alterations and changes, just as a 
stream of water, however pure, loses its 

urity the farther it is carried from its source. 

the work of St. Jerome, transmitted down 
through the centuries, has lost much of its 
original perfectness—not that the original 
version was perfect, for it is difficult to reach 
perfection in any book at the present time, it 
was more difficult in the years. 389 to 401, 
when St. Jerome lived. 

The holy see does not intend to replace 
the vulgdte at present in use by any new ver- 
sion. or translation from original documents. 
St. Jerome's will remain the official, authentic 
version. The object aimed at by the biblical 
commission is. to purify as much as possible 
the present text. This means the correction 
of its errors and the expurgation of inac- 
curacies, and thus bring it as nearly ae ves 
sible to St. Jerome’s original text. 


Will Start at Beginning. 


| The Benedictines will not continue Ver- 


cellone’s work, but will start from the be- 
ginning, collecting every scrap of informa- 
tion on the subject, reading every book writ- 
ten in the past and present generations, ex- 
amining all the variants in the vulgaté, 
comparing all materials collected and studied 
till they succeed as far as possible in the 
repristination of St. Jerome’s original text.“ 

The work is expected to take from eigtit to 
ten years. The abbot's first step will be the 
appointment of a commission of six members 
who will reside in Rome. but ff necessary 
it will carry out the investigations and 
studies in other countries where origina! 
| documents ‘and monuments bearing on the 

subject exist. The entire work will be 8 4 
complished’ by the commission personally 
and directly without the collaboration of 
others. 

The abbot primate, in conclusion, said {he 
work now undertaken is not an exploration 
of unknown lands. The track is beaten and 
well defined.

Its. membership has rapidly.

In a recent interview, Sun Yat Sen told of | 
his plans for ovegturning the Manchu 
dynasty and es ing a republic in 
China. He added: 

“T have spies in every town and village 
in China; and our doctrine, ‘ China for the 
Chinese,’ is quietiy but definitely preached 
each day throughout the empire. 

“As for the emperor—a weak but wen 
meaning young man—no harm will de done 
to him at all; he will be simply deposed and 
gent back to Manchuria, whence his ances- 
tors came. Her majesty the dowager em- 
press will also accompany him. 

“All China wants is peace, and I hope to be 
the medium to lead her to peace, to stop these 
perpetual internal disturbances, to put an 
end to these wholesale execufions, and, above 
all, to introduce into the countty western 
ideas, which will help not only to develop 
the people themselves, but the wonderful 
natural resources of the country. 

Within three years 1 hope the world will 
know China as the Chinese republic.’ ”’

DOCTOR FOUND DEAD IN BED

Dr. Joseph C. Bessette, 42 years old, was 
ound dead by hig wife last night in a room 
t 244 Chestnut * Rhos Although there were 
indications. that he had committed suicide, 
and Mrs. Bessette explained her absence 
from the house for two days, she was held 
pending an inquest. 

The. physician, who occupied a single room 
with his wife, was found in bed. On a table 
was a bottle which had contained cyanide of 
potassium, and three notes, evidently writ- 
ten just before he died. They read: 

They are after mo. I can’t tell why. 

Mercy on the murderers. 

Good-by, mother and all. 

The first note was addressed to his wife, 
and is believed by the police to have been 
written while the physician was suffering 
from the effects of excessive drinking or from 
opiates. 

Physicians said Dr. Bessette had been dead 
twenty-four hours when the body was found. 
His wife told the police she had been absent 
two days caring for the family of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Eagle, 476 Elm street. 

Mrs. Bessette said her husband brooded 
over a fracture of his left shoulder blade. 
He was a former lake captain, she said, and 
had intended to return to the lakes, Hp was 
a brother of Edward Bessette, a printer who 
was fined by Judge Holdom for violating an 
injunction in the printers’ strike last year.

Two Views of President’s Speech. 


Great interest attaches here to President 
Roosevelt's Indianapolis speech, in its bear- 
ing upon the Harriman consolidation, which 
is regarded as being open to two interpreta- 
Some declare that the president's as- 
sertion that the railroads should be per- 
mitted’ in law as Well as in practice to ac- 
quire the stock or bonds of connecting, but 
not parallel lines, is tantamount to notice 
that the government will not proceed against 
Harriman. 

Others are equally emphatic in their state- 
ments that the president at Indianapolis 
showed that he is still on the firing line and 
that it is his purpose to use the big stick ”’ 
on Mr. Harriman. 


Speculate on Harriman’s Fate. 
Opinions vary as to what the president will 


do in the matter, and when Mr. Roosevelt, 


gathers his advisers around him he may find 
them divided on the question of the advisa- 
bility of proceeding against Harriman in the 
courts. There are officials who are insistent 
that nothing except criminal prosecution and 
the imposition of sentences of imprisonment 
will put an end to such flagrant violations of 
the.anti-trust law. 

Others assert that the evidence in hand is 
not strong enough to justify the administra- 
tion in embarking upon the project to 
mash Harriman.

NEW SURVEYS LESSEN TASK 
FOR PANAMA CANAL WORKERS. 


Great Gatun Lake Will Have Area of 
225 Square Miles, Instead of 110, 
the First Estimate. 


Washington, D. C., June 1.—In explanation 
of the cabled report from Panama of the 
extensive revision of the original engineering 
estimates relative to the Gatun dam and lake, 
upon the sufficiency of which the success of 
the entire project depends, the following 
statement wa sissued today from the office 
of the isthmian canal commission: 

** Detailed surveys on the isthmus show 
that the area of the great Gatun lake will 
be 225 square miles, or double the estimate 
of 110 miles made in the minority, or lock 
canal, report of the board of consulting en- 
gineers. 

In the opinion of the engineers who have 
given most study to the question, this large 
area is a great advantage to the lock type 
of canal in both wet and dry seasons. It 
will make it possible to impound all water 
even in extreme floods, and to handle it: with 
less fluctuation in the canal level. 

»In the larger lake, while the amount of 
evaporation will be doubled, the total supply 
impounded also will be doubled, and it is 
estimated that this will give sUfficient water 
for fifty-six lockages a day, instead of twen- 
ty-six as heretofore calculated.

RAISE: RAILS AS CARS RUN 


NO DELAY WHILE TRACE | ELEVA- 
TION IS CARRIED ON.

By an éngineering feat 00 remark- 
able.constant and unlessened ‘train service, 
sixty-one trains daily, has been maintained 
on the tracks while they were being raised. 

Three tracks have been elevated for a dis- 
tance of three miles, between Summerdale 
and Calvary. ö 

The work was done under the direction of 
C. S. Hall, engineer in charge of the com- 
pany’s track elevation, after a good many 
railroad men had pronounced his plans im- 
possible. He smiled and went right ahead. 


Seventeen Crossings Eliminated. 

Seven hundred men have been at work on 
the track elevation since April 1. Their work 
for the next month will be chiefly on the sub- 
ways. Seventeen grade crossings have been 
eliminated, and the temporary subways con- 
structed of timber are being replaced now by 
permanent structures of masonry and iron. 

It is the most extensive piece of track ele- 
vation ever ac 
of the sand filling has been brought daily 
from Cary, III., a station on the Wisconsin 
branch of the railroad thirty-eight miles 
gouth of Chicago. One steam shovel, in 
charge of two shifts of men, has done all the 
work at Cary. 

The filling is hauled to Chicago every day in 
thirty car trains, each train transporting 
1,000 cubic yards. The daily average has 
been from 6,000 to 8,000 yards, and as high 
as 1,000 cubic yards an hour have beep loaded 
by the Jone steam shovel, which is going 
some. The face of the pit from which this 
sand is excavated is eighty-five feet high. A 
large amount of gravel has been secured by 
cutting down to grade the streets north of 
Rosehill. 

Simple, Says Engineer. 
Residents of Evanston and other north shore 
towns have watched the daily progress of the 
track elevation with considerable interest, 
not being able to understand exactly how the 
work has been able to advance without inter- 
ference with train service. Mr. Hall ex- 
plained how the work was accomplished: 

“It was simple enough,“ he said. An the 
first place we laid new tracking along the east 
line of the right of way, making three tracks. 
Then we lined up the west track over to the 
right of way line, so that we could elevate 
the center track and keep on running on the 
two outside tracks. When the center track 
was elevated we began to elevate the east 
track and then the west. After one track 
was elevated the work waseasy. 

“The balance of the year will be used in 
putting’ im permanent work at the subways 
and ballasting the tracks, Abutments and 
retaining walls are all being constructed out 
of limestone concrete, with the exception of 
a pair of abutments at Rose Hill cemetery, 
ao are being made of stone from Duck

Cambridge, Mass., June 1.—[Special.]—In 
the greatest athletic carnival ever held by the 
Intercollegiate Athletic association, the red 
and blue of Pennsylvania captured supreme 
honors this afternoon by a scant margin of 
four points over the University of Michigan. 
Pennsylvania registered.a total of 33 points, 
while Michigan had to rest content with 29. 
Yale finished third; 6 points behind the west- 
erners, Cornell getting 15, Princeton 10, Syra- 
cuse 8, Harvard 7, Swarthmore 6, Dartmouth, 


7 ren 4, Williams 2, and Johns Hop- 
ns 1. 

From the start to the finish the meet re- 
solved itself into a grand struggle between 
Pennsylvania and Michigan and the superi- 
ority of the Quakers in the distance runs, the 
half mile and the quarter mile, enabled them 
to triumph. 


Break Six Records. 
Never before in the history of the assocla- 


tion has such work been seen as that ex-. 


hibited today. No less than aix records went 
by the board. THe finishes in every event 
were of the halrraising and heartrending 
order, and in the field events the winners 
were forced to go the limit in order to capture 
the trophies. Capt. J. C. Garrels, the great 
leader of the Michigan contingent, was the 
best individual performer. He won the high 
hurdles and the low hurdles and took second 
place in the shotput, his total being 13 points. 

This wonderful athlete lowered the high 
hurdle record by one-fifth of a second, but 
he will not receive the credit of the same on 
account of a strong favoring wind. Cart- 
mell of Pennsylvania, the fleet footed sprin- 
ter, experienced no trouble in winning the 
100 yards and 220 yards run. 


Garrels Wins by Ten Yards. 

In the half mile Ramey and Coe dropped 
in the final spurt, and in the mile run, had 
Coe started his sprint a little earlier he might 
have beaten the mighty Haskins. Great in- 
terest centered in the work of Garrels. His 
hurdling was exceptional. In the high event 
his victory was decided by a small margin, 
but In the race over the low timbers he maée 
Hubbard of Amherst, Shaw of Da 
and Armstrong of Princeton look like 4 lot 
of selling platers when he won the prize by 
almost ten yards.

The day was ideal for the apectators and 
more than 7,500 enthusiastic followers of ool- 
lege sports turned out to watch the athletes 
do battle. It was an impartial crowd which 
showed its appreciation of the good work 
by giving Michigan a splendid cheering when- 
ever its men tallied in the point getting. 
Even old Pennsylvania, at war with Har- 
vard, was made to feel at home by the root- 
ers, and Haskins by his wonderful work was 
cheered wildly by all. 

Pennsylvania's triumph was a great per- 
sonal one for Trainer Mike Murphy. 


Cornell Is Disappointing. 

Cornell's sorry showing was a bitter dis- 
appointment, due to the poor work of the 
distance men. Yale came dangerously close 
to landing supreme honors, but the failure 
of Parsons to score in the half mile run and 
Marshali’s reversal in the high jump proved 
the undoing of the Elis. Princeton got away 
with 10 points made in the sprints, hurdles, 
and two mile run. Syracuse beat Harvard 
out by 1 point. Kreuger of Swarthmore fooled 
the knowing ones by his stunts in the shotput. 
In his effort today he pushed the ball almost 
a foot farther than yesterday and this gave 
him a new intercollegiate record, 46 feet 5% 
inches. Garrels of Michigan tried hard to 
beat him, but his efforts were futile. 


Haskins Beats Orton’s Mark. 

One of the greatest feats of the day must 
be credited to Haskins of Pennsylvania, who 
took the mile run in the fast time of 4:20 3-5, 
which smashed the old intercollegiate record 
of 4:28%, made by George Orton of Pennsyl- 
vanla twelve years ago.

probably in 1908 the seven games measure 
and the other suggestions ef the Gophers 
might be considered more seriously. He 
hinted strongly that the conference might 
let down in another season, but declared the 
body would not take a backward step at the 
present time or in the near future. 

Judge Lane of Michigan was present and 
voted on all the measures, and had little to 
say on Michigan’s attitude. He declare there 
was no change in the status of his university 
and refused to say anything about the future. 

At the suggestion of Director Stagg of Chi- 
cago the conference took up the question 
of the eligibility of Raymond Quigley, the 
Maroon quarter miler. It was decided finally 
that the athlete was entitled to another year 
of competition on account of his disqualifica- 
tion last spring.

Dora Wins Austrian Derby. 


The Austrian trotting derby, contested last 
week, was won by Dora, a mare bred in 
Austria, but there is so much that is Ameri- 
can a t her pedigree and her ownership, 
not to mention the fact that her driver was 
Al Pennock, an Ohio reinsman, that the fact 
will be of interest to horsemen of this coun- 
try. 

Dora, which took down $11,000 as her part 
of the big stake, the total of which is 818. 
000, was sired by the ex-American trotter 
E. L. Robinson, 2:17%, and her dam was a 
fast Austrian trotting mare called Ida, she 
being by Hamilton. This latter horse was 
sent over from this country to Austria a 
good many years ago, and it was claimed 
that he was a son of Rysdyk’s Hambletonian. 

At all events he was an American trotting 
bred stallion, and it was his mating with 
@ mare by the Russian stallion, Tiger, that 
produced the dam of this year’s Austrian 
derby winner. It is, therefore, not until the 
second dam of Dora is reached that any 
blood other than that. of the American trot- 
ter is to be found in her pedigree. 


Nearly of American Blood. 

While the Orloff strain, that originated in 
Russia, is potent enough it still must be ad- 
mitted that Dora practically is of American 
blood. Not only was her sire, B. L. Rodin 
son, bred and raced over here to a record 
better than 2:18, but he was the son of de- 
veloped parents, his sire being Epaulet, 2:10, 
and his dam, Lizzie M., 2:20%, by Thomas 
Jefferson, 2:23. 

In fact, the Austrian derby was pretty 
much an American affair whatever way 
looked at. The winner is owned byan Ameri- 
can, Louls Winans, and her driver was an 
American, and so were the drivers of all 
but two of the nine starters in the race, while 
every horse that paraded for the money was 
by an American bred sire, the-nags repre- 
sented in this wise being E. L. Robinson.

GERMAN IRE I Slant 


COLONIAL SECRETARY DERNEURG 
ARRAIGNED BY MERCHANTS. 


Official Who Was Halled as a Moses 
Whe Weald Lead Commercial Men 
Into Fields Heretofore Barred Now 
Is Attacked Because He Thinks Of- 
ficials Skould Be Thoroughly 
Trained and Net Picked from Her- 
eantile Ranks.

BERLIN, June 1.—Colonial Secretary Dern- 

burg Has greatly stirred up the German busi- 
ness world. 

It will be recalled that when the former 
banker was appointed head of the colonial 
office he was proclaimed a modern Moses, 
who would lead the commercial class, hereto- 
fore excluded, into official positions. How- 
ever, the latest official colonial appointments 
destroy this hope, for only bureaucrats were 
chosen. 

Dernburg now makes known the reason 
for the remarkable change of front. In the 
first place, he declares that successful busi- 
ness men do not desire to entér official life. 
Even in the reichstag there are only a few. 
In Hamburg 70 per cent of the officials are 
jurists or professional executive officer The 
heads of the leading banks, insurance, and 
trust companies in Germany are not business 
men, but frequently: jurists or men who for- 
merly held high government positions. For 
example, the chief officer of one of the best 
banks in Berlin was at one time mayor of 
Posen, which is not a political position. 


Dernburg Defends Attitude. 

Dernberg contends that the advance in edu- 
cation that future business men receive is 
purely empirical, and the only ones success- 
ful in commercial pursuits are those who pos- 
sess a commercial vein. On the other hand, 
the preparation for official life is formal, re- 
quiring for future work a routine legal 
knowledge. 

„% have been blamed for the manner in 
which I filled the offices of my department,” 
he said, “ and that I have not shown myself 
a genuine merchent of an honorary name. 
It is clear, however, we must reckon with con- 
ditions as they exist at present in Germany, 
and that the classes now holding offices ali 
the more oppose the desire of the commercial 
world the stronger and more impatient 
this ambition becomes. Business men must 
bring proof that they are able to do better 
what heretofore an official has been unable 
to accomplish, and I am frankienough to say 
the business world has not yet furnished 
proof of this ability. It is better to support 
me, and the tendency to bring business men 
to assume official positions rather than to 
awaken opposition by untried ambitions. 


Secre Is Attacked. 

The Vessischeztg, the well known organ 
of the commercial] literary world, takes 
Dernburg severely to task and declares his 
argument against calling business men to 
offices might have been urged against his 
own appointment, for Dernburg never served 
the colonies or received any official training. 
Moreover, if he is capable to hold office, why 
not equally are other business men? Or does 
he really believe he is the only one of his kind? 
When Dernburg received the title of excel- 
lency it is said the kaiser had declared ‘2 
need Americans.’ While it is true there is 
something American about Dernburg, his 
-eppreciatiom of bureaucracy becomes typi- 
cally Prugslan, for there hardly is an Amer- 
ican or Englishman who would declare « 
merchant unsuitable to govern the colonies,

“I’m afraid Dr. Bell wouldn't be able to 
convince a body of cancer experts of the 
soundness of his views. He is a physician of 
good repute and has held responsible posts 
in Scottish medical institutions, Sut he is not 
famous as an authority on cancer, and men of 
his profession in London with whom I have 
talked about him say they have no knewledge 
of any cures of cancer he has effected. 


Theory Is Blood Vitiation. 

“The sum and substance of his theory of 
cancer is that ft is a disease having an origin 
within a body ina vitiated condition of blood; 
that the vitiation of blood is caused by fla- 
grant errors of diet and improper sanitation 
of the body, and that the way te prevent can- 
cer is to keep the blood pure. The way to 
cure it is to get rid of the contamination of 
the vital fluid and restore healthy activity to 
the organs which have been undermined.“ 

One of London's recognized cancer experts 
was asked what he thought of Bell's theory. 

Not much,“ he replied, “ though I may as 
well tell you that the people who make it the 
business of their lives to study cancer actual- 
ly know eo little about the cause we are not 
disposed to deny any theory that’s not ab- 
surd on its face. Bell may be right, but a 
would like to know semething about his cases 
he has any. My judgment is he has nothing 
to show, else he would go before one of our 
London medical societies instead of talking 
to the Psychotherapeutic society. I don't 
think you will hear much about Bell's cancer 
theory.

“ We read about cancer cures and the won- 
derful things they have done, but none of 
them stands the test. Don't think for an in- 
stant we cancer doctors would refuse to take 
up with a genuine cancer cure through 
jealousy, prejudice, or any other such cause, 
We want a cancer cure and don't care what 
source it comes from.

Interesting Facts Are Contained in 
Book Just Published, in Which Royal 
Treasures Are Reproduced.

BERLIN, June I.—In an important work 

just published on the Kaiser and Art,“ the 
ruler’s purposes in this direction are made 
known, for the first time, through the repro- 
duction of forty-six unpublished paintings 
and sketches in a book edited by Prof. Seidel, 
manager of the art treagtres of the royal 
castles. It is full of particulars of the kaiser’s 
interest and active participation in church, 
forestry, painting, stage decorations, marine, 
and applied arts. While the kaiser does not 
write his art views, he makes marginal notes 
next to clippings from the press. For ex- 
ample, when the Wagner monument at Ber 
lin was erected the south German newspapers 
advised what style it should be. The kaiser 
added the characteristic word ‘“ Blechs,” 
which when translated inte English means 
rot.“ 

Prof. Seidel declares the kaiser is not abso- 
lutely opposed to modern art, but that he 
merely reserves the right of every personality 
to reject tendencies which to him are un- 
sympathetic. That the ruler, however, is 
fair is shown by the appointment of two 
architects of the impressionist. school. 

When this was brought to his attention 
the kaiser declared: I know no tenden 
cles; I recognize only the beautiful.” 

The noted artist Herman Prell, who, by 
order of the kaiser, decorated the German 
embassy at Rome with a picture of the north- 
ern legends, says: 

I have always been struck by the kaiser’s 
imagination and wide knowledge which is 
equal to that of an expert.“

The latter featiirs 
may be small in amount, but as I am giving ~ 
you increased comfort and greater speed, x 
perhaps may be excused if I do not ,t, ee 
great saving in the expense. That has not «ae 
been one of my objects, but I believe it ig one 
of the inevitable consequences, 

“ There is no limit that I know of, excepting 
their size, to the carrying capacity of the 
cars. My model car carried a load equivalent 
to twenty tons. That there is no danger of 
tipping I have proved by dropping a load 
equivalent to three tons on the side of the 
ear. The only effect was the immediate 
righting of the car. 

The principle of the invention Is, of course, 
applicable to motor cars as well, and is 
bound to result in the revolution of auto- 
mobile construction in the next few years 
In ten years I believe that an automobile of 
the present type will be an oddity and that 
my invention will be in almost universal use. 
As some of its advantages over the present 
style I will say that it cannot tip over, there 
is less danger of skidding, and it will take a 
much greater meline, and there is an absence 
of side motion.” 

Possibilities in Warfare. | 

The possibilities and importance of M¥ 
Brennan’s invention in the domain of war- 
fare are perhaps best demonstrated by the a. 
most frantic efforts of the British govern- 
ment to obtain exclusive rights, Negotiations 
with this end in view were carried on with 
Mr. Brennan and the war council went so far 
as to place the sum of $10,000 and a complete 
ly equipped factory at the disposal of the 
inventor. The Indian government ae well 
became interested and voted the sum @ 
$25,000 to assist him in his work. Mr. Bren- 
nan, however, refused to be bound to any one 
government or territory, but did grant the 
English government certain army rights, in 
return for which he is to receive a royalty 
equal to 5 per cent on the total cost of all such 
railroads constructed by it. 

The eagerness of the British war office will 
perhaps be understood when it is pointed out 
that a track for Mr. Brennan's car can be 
lald at the rate of twenty miles per day, thus 
enabling an army to kep in railroad commu- 
nication with its base of supplies through a 
whole campaign, irrespective of distance, 
Practically no roadbed is necessary for the 
railway, so marvelous is the adaptability of 
these cars to the conditions of the ground 
over which they travel. They run with equal

Speaking of his arrangements with the 
English government, Mr. Brennan was nat- 
urally reticent, but he told me such of hig 
plans as were bound to become public prop- 
erty within the next year or so.

The policy of 
the company has been to take from the 
community every cent it could. 

The ordinance the company wants re- 
duces little the rates of some subscribers 
but raises heavily the rates of those who 
give most. Business houses which make 
big use of the telephone are penalized. 
The telephone company does not negiect 
its interests, Under the ordinance it 
would make more from the customers 
“whose rates would be advanced than it 


lowered. The total tax paid by the com- 
munity to the telephone company—a Bos- 
ton concern—will be more than at pres- 
ent. 

The proposed rates have been printe‘. 
Every subscriber can study them and 
form an idea of their effect in his case. 
Subscribers who make many calls should 
not take comfort in the assurance of a 
measured service. The “measure” will 
be in the telephone exchanges. Custom- 
ers will be unable to test the accuracy of 
the meters. 

The ordinance is a company scheme put 
through, if_at all, by “influence.” It will 
deliver the community to the telephone 
company for twenty years.

And judging from 
the interest which is manifested every- 
where in rowing contests its opportunities 
would appeal to a large constituency und 
would add to the attractions of the city. 


GREATNESS IN WOMEN. 
When the committee of college presi- 
dents, professors, publicists, editors, au- 
thors, and jurists which had in charge the 
selection of the names of women ‘of 
America who deserve place in the Hall 
of Fame” looked over the field they were 
able to agree upon but three. The fa- 
vored ones were Mary Lyon, Emma Wil- 
lard, and Maria Mitchell. The first 
named founded Mount Holyoke college. 
The second was the famous principal of 
the Troy female seminary. The third 
attained her distinction in the domain of 
astronomy. 

Considering the personnel of the com- 
mittee, it is not specially strange that two 
of the three winners were selected from 
the field of education. A second thought 
leads to the inquiry, In what other walk 
of lite has any American woman achieved 
real greatness? Where men are the 
judges, what, in their opinion, are the 
qualifications which attend, greatness? 

It is easy to generalize over statistics 
which show the widening opportunities 
for women in business and industrial life. 
They may crowd men out of offices and 
out of many places where machine work 
is required which does not demand a high 
degree of culture or intellectual ability. 
Occasionally they may attain more than 
ordinary fame in a specialized field. But 
few of them have won distinction as 
financiers. Few have risen above medi- 
ocrity in the pulpit. The Portias have 
not been numerous. Politics has been 
barred to them, Not many have woa 
high place as publicists. The bench has 
not known them. In authorship the great 
women have been few. 

It must be recognized that conditions 
in the past have been unfavorable, and, 
therefore, that those who have succeeded 
deserve exceptional credit. With widen- 
ing opportunity there may be instances 
of great women in many activities hither- 
to denied to them. That the sex has 
made remarkable advances in half a cen- 
tury no one disputes. But, after all, that 
field in which women have attained emi- 
nence is the field of education. 

The names which came closest to those 
of the winners in the voting of the judges 
but failed to receive the 47 favoring bal- 
lots were Charlotte Cushman, 39; Doro- 
thea Lynde Dix, 37; Louisa M. Alcott, ‘ 
37; Helen Hunt Jackson, 34; Lucretia 
Mott, 33; and Martha Washington, 32. 
It is not easy to understand the reasons 
why some of these received the votes they 
actually did. The earnest advocacy of 
some great cause or successful authorship 
in a special field seem to have been more 
regarded than social prominence attained ' 
because of relationship to a great mau. 

In fact, there is a conspicuous lack t 
names of women who have shone in that 
sphere of life which has been accounted 
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of rails. Diminished carbon means less

THE ROMANCE OF SMELTING. 

It pays the owner of a mine in Bolivia 
to transport his ores to Chile, around the 
South American continent to Galveston, 
thence by. rail up hill to Colorado to be 
smelted, rather than set up his own smelt- 
er, The unenlightened demagogue might 
protest against a monopoly of the smelt- 
ing business, but it is a monopoly of a 
kind that is welcomed by the customer. 
‘The Guggenheim brothers control the 
smelting business of the world, and per 
sonally own about one-half of it, because 
they conduct their operations with the 
minimum of waste and the maximum of 
returns to the owner of the ore. 

Silver and gold have been the measures 
of value since the beginning of history, 
and have been the object of the earnest 
quest of men of all lands. The earliest 
interest. in the American continents was 
based upon the treasures of the precious 
metals believed to exist here, But it is 
evident now that Cortes, and Pizarro, and 
their successors cast aside as worthless 
ore. which contains as great treasure as 
ever loaded the galleons of Spain. Even 
so recently as the stampedé to Leadville 
or to Cripple Oreek only a tion of the 
silver. and gold present in the ore could be 
extracted, and the only mines worth work- 
ing were those in which the ore was so 
rich that the portion of metal extracted. 
paid the heavy expense of smelting. 

Science has changed all that. The 
Guggenheim brothers had the advantage 
at their entrance into the smelting busi- 
ness of knowing nothing about it. They 
were, therefore, willing to pay the bigh- 
est prices for expert advice and assistance 
instead of squandering their money on 
theories of their own. They found that 
by mixing ores obtained from different 
regions necessary chemical elements were 
introduced and the work and the expense 
greatly reduced. They found that the ex- 
penses of a plant did not increase in di- 
rect proportion to the amount of work 
done but were a conStantly diminishing 
percentage of the gross receipts. They 
found that they could afford to smelt ores 
which in no other smelter would pay the 
cost of extraction, and their processes be- 
came so improved by intelligent and cost- 
ly experimentation that they could make 
fortunes by working over the refuse, the 
slag, the dump heap of other smelters. 

The story of this smelting monopoly 
is told by a writer in e June Munsey’s. 
It is one of the romances of American 
business history. It is of special interest 
because one of the heads of this business 
has recently been elected United States 
senator from Colorado. People who have 
nothing to do with mines were not fa- 
miliar with the name. Yet if any cre- 
dence is to be given Mr. Casson’s article 
the new United States senator is one of 
the half dozen men who have added most 
to the wealth of the world in the last 
generation. aa

mainder of his days in England, Italy, and in 
Paris. Even there his frightful vices aroused 


and he was forced ultimately to seek refuge, 
with his diamonds, his ninety wigs, his paint- 
ed and enameled cheeks, and dyed whiskers, 
in Geneva, where he died in the odor, not of 
sanctity, but of infamy, .bequeathing his 
colossal fortune.to the city of Geneva for 
the avowed purpose of spiting his relatives. 

Prior to his deposition Duke Charles con- 
tracted what was, according to some, a mor- 
ganatic marriage, according to others a mere 
Maison, with a Miss Charlotte Colville, daugh- 
ter of Admiral Colville and a member of the 
house of Lord Colville of Culrose. The woman 
was established at the ducal chateau of 
Wendessen, in the suburbs of the little capital 
of. the-<fuchy, and not a day was allowed to 
pase without the duke riding out to visit her. 
In course of {ime Miss Colville gave birth toa 
little girl, who was duly baptized on Aug. 17, 
1826, in the parish church of Alhum, and in- 
scribed upon the parish register as Countess 
Elizabeth of Colmar, She was recognized 
by the duke as his daughter, his brother and 
eventual successor, Duke William, officiating 
at the christening as her sponsor. 


— 

The birth of this child, instead of cement- 
ing the affection, seemed to have the effect 
of estranging Duke Charles from Miss Col-

returned to England, leaving the little girl 
under the care of the duke. When the latter 
was deposed and expelled from the country 
by his su „ he took his daughter with 
him, and shé lived with him on the banks 
of the Seine, being confirmed at the age of 
18 in Paris in the Reformed church of the 
Louvre, the duke himself entering his name 
upon the church register as being her father. 

She afterwards incurred his anger through 
her conversion to Roman Catholicism by the 
famous Father Lacordere, and by her mar- 
riage to the French Count Pierre de Civry, 
whose death has just taken place. The duke 
never relented, and when he died at Geneva 
it was discovered that, as I have stated above, 
he had left hie vast fortune to the city of 
Geneva, which, in recognition of the bequest, 
has set up an equestrian statue of its ignoble 
benefactor, a monument which both from an 
artistic and a moral point of view is a mon 
etrosity and a blotch upon the landscape of 
one of the most beautiful cities that line the 
shores of Lake Leman. 

— 

The Countess de Civry at once set up a 
claim against the estate of her father, and 
so, too, did his brother, Duke William of 
Brunswick, and for the last thirty years or 
more lawsuits in connection with the dis- 
position of the estate have been occupying 
the attention of the tribunals of France, Ger- 
many, and Switzerland, matters having been 
meanwhile complicated by the death of the 
Countess de Civry and of Duke William of 
Brunswick. Count Peter de Civry, after his 
wife's death, took little or no part in the pro- 
ceedings for the recovery of his father-in- 
law’s fortune. But the claims were prose- 
cuted by his two sona, Ulric and Frederick, 
who on several occasions have got themselves 
into serious trouble by borrowing money on 
the strength of their pretensions, it being 
claimed by the creditors that the same were 
false. It may possibly be remembered that 
they were in this manner brought into the 
litigation instituted by the French authori- 
ties of Paris in order to bring to punish- 
ment that gang of blackmallers and parasites 
who had extorted such vast sums of money 
from little Max Lebaudy, surnamed “ Le 
Petit Sucrier (The Little Sugar Bowl), ow- 
ing to the fact that his millions were derived 
from the great Lebaudy sugar refinery. It 
is only fair to add that the two counts de 
Civry were exculpated by the courts of all 
criminal intent. They lead a sort of hand to 
mouth existence in Paris, occasionally en- 
gaged in newspaper work. 


— 

While there is absolutely no doubt as to 
their being legitimate sons of Count Peter de 
Civry by his marriage with the daughter of 
Duke William of Brunswick, there is grave 
doubt as to whether there was ever any mar- 
riage, morganatic or otherwise, between Duke 
Charles and Mise Colville. True, in May, 
1891, Count Ulric de Civry and his brother 
announced that they had discovered in the 
archives of the British Museum tn London 
documents substantiating the marriage, and 
they obtained duly authenticated copies 
thereof, sworn to before a notary, and wit- 
nessed by the foreign consuls, which they sub- 
sequently endeavored to use in prosecuting 
their claims for the fortune of their ducal} 
grandfather on the continent. Subsequent 
investigation, however, laid bare the fact that 
the documents so elaborately produced and 
attested were not and never had been in the 
British Museum. This fact was sworn to by 
the directors of that famous institution, and 
of course this revelation served to still further 
prejudice people against the De Civry 
brothers and to discountenance their preten- 
sions.

versity, then is the ordinary course of educatioh in Japan. But i ts 
subject to considerable modification. Technical schools are a most 
important feature of our system. These may be roughly claesified as 
technical schools for agriculture, for commerce, and for arts and 
crafts. The schoolboy, then, who has his own Mving to earn in the 
future, may proceed to a technical school on completing either his 
lower or upper primary education, or, in the case of higher technical 
schools, after finishing hie time at a middle school. Technical educa- 
tion is a most important part of our system. and we endeavor from 
the earliest possible age to train and develop whatever special abilities 
the child may possess. 

To the importance we attach to moral teaching, which is not to 
be confounded with purely religious instruction, I already have alluded, 
but I may add that from the time a child enters a lower primary 
school until he leaves his middle or technical college several hours 
a week are devoted to the inculcation of merals. 

80 far as general education is concerned, we lay great stress on 
the study of our national history, while in the middle schools English 
is a regular and important subject.

And yet that mother loves her children 
and devotes her life to their comfort and well 
being. She bas another daughter in a cloth- 
ing factory, where all summer long the girl 
is handting cheap and not too clean cloth. 
making heavy overcoats, breathing the lint 
and dust, stooping above the dyed and musty 
garments, 

Ot course somebody must make the matches, 
polish brass and do other unwholesome work. 
It is part of the world’s task. If parents un- 
éerstood, however, and taught their children 
to shun unhealthy trades, the scarcity of help 
would cause the employers to raise wages. 
Then the hazardous worker at least would 
be able to live more comfortably while life 
and heaith lasted. No doubt the reluctance 
of girls and boys to go into perilous occupa- 
tions would do more than the most efficient 
factory inspection laws to clean up the work 
shops and make surroundings more pleasant 
and wholesome. . 

Some work, however, actyalty prolongs 
life and health. Coal tar dye is 4 menace 
when used as a coloring matter for food, 
but its manufacture is sald to be one of the 
best and healthiest trades in the world. The 
work of making the tar itself is virulently 
unhealthy, because of ‘the sulphur fumes. 


“The. tar is made in gas and coke works, but 


when the finished product is passed on to 
the dye works it brims with health and 
strength, and tie — men improve when 
working in it.

Tending Cows Prolongs Life. 

Though not a factory trade like tar work- 
ing, the healthiest of trades is tending cow 
tables. Here the average length of life is 
over eighty-five, and it has been observed 
that many of the men who look after cows 
live to be centenarians. This is because the 
cow jg the omly aniinal whose presence is 
known to be thoroughly healthy for men. 
Even the breath of a cow is beneficial, 
though ae cae physiologist can tell precisely the 


“Fhe: labor of N a barrow has such 
etrengthening effeat the muscles and 
199 885 that confirmed w wheelers show 
an mverage’'agé of nearly seventy-seven 
years, and a great many Uve to be a hun- 
dred. This largely is because if a man wheels 
a barrow properly. the wide apart arms open 
the chest and help to strengthen the lungs 
in a wonderful way. 

Most forms of iron smelting and mill work 
lengthen the average life of the worker, 
especially if he has good lungs to start with.

Copper Mining Good Trade. 

Contrary to general belief, copper mining 
is healthy work, and the average of life here 
reaches 80 years, for the composition of the 
ore has an extremely strengthening effect 
on the blood and nerves. Few copper miners 
die before they reach the age of 88 or 84. But 
on the other hand the copper smelter is 
lucky if he sees 50. 

Whisky is bad to drink, but its distilling 
is health giving, and a fatal foe to disease 
germs of nearly every kind. Distillery work- 
ers show the excellent average of 81 years 
of life and seldom suffer from itnese unless

Oddly enough, barring accidents, there 
would be no trade to beat the steep'ejacks 
for keeping life going. The task of working 
at great heights from the ground keeps the 
nervous system in perfect order, and that 
is two-thirds of the battle. Steeplejacka who 
are not killed by accident show the mag- 
nificent average of 89 yeara.

Success of a Sewing Girl. 

The work of a sewing girl, to be a success, 
must be a pleasure to her. When 16 years 
of age I started sewing in a small place, 
‘getting $1 a week. Having confidence in 
myself, I pretended to understand more of 

the work than I really did, in that way was 
given work that no dressmaker would give 
to any girl with less than two years’ experi- 
ence. Staying at my first place about three 
months, I left and went to another, and 
asked for $8.50 a week, with the understand- 
ing of a raise If my work was satisfactory. 
My work was done fast and neat, being care 
ful always to get both sides alike in every~ 
thing, as that is one of the main points in 
dressmaking. Was now getting $4 a week 
working on waista only, became a draper 
and also preparer. I sometimes was called 
into the fitting room, and in that way given 
a chance to understand different people and 
different figures, and found it important to 
work according to the figure, to know what 
is most becoming. By this time I was mak- 
ing $5 a week, but saw no further chanck& 
for advancement, as this was just a small 
place. Got another position in a high priced 
establishment, being given $8 a week. 
Worked there a few months and was madé 
forewoman with $10 a week. Worked there 
about two.years, when my employer gave up 
sewing on account of ill health, and left the 
city. I secured six of her best customers 
and now am sewing at home. Am kept busy 
almpst all year around, do all my own sew- 
ing and earn $15 to $25 a week. .

One of the most important things noted wag 
this: That if the muscles ot a frog's leg are 
stimulated by electricity, so as to cause con- 
tractions in quick succession these steadily 
diminish in strength. The height to whigh 
the attached lever rises diminishes rapidly 
until finally the same electric current which 
has made the muscles move no longer causes 
the cqntraction.. But if the artery of the leg 
now is divided and distilied water is injected 
until it flows out freély from the veins 
muscular contractions again can be obtained, 
and they continue for a short time. The dis- 
tilled water cannot renew the contractile ele- 
ments; it washes out the muscles. So it ig 
certain that the cessation of the contractions 
under rapid stimulation is due not only to 
exhaustion of the muscle but to the presence 
of something which hinders the response and 
can be rdmoved by simple washing; there is a 
fatigue substance. 

The quick repetition of muscular exertion 
does not allow the living tiasues to appropri- 
ate enough of the elements presented. Soex- 
haustion is induced, the essential cause of the 
failure from fatigue, although its influence is 
accompanied, and to some extend antici- 
pated, by the hindering effects of the prod- 
ucts of action.

learn absolutely nothing, or, at least, by a 
determined effort, can forget the little he 
positively had to absorb,” is regarded as 
reason enough, philanthropically spealting, 
for his plan of industrial training. “ This,” 

e points out, almost invariably istaken by 
the boy who cannot. get along in other ways. 
He will plod hopefully through the mental 
work that is hard for him so as to get to the 
other work between times.”

Clearing House Methods in School. 

After organizing the work it is only a step 
to organizing a sort of clearing house system 
of disposing of it and giving each child the 


benefit of his work. That this may be car- 


ried to an extent which will make the child 
earn hig clothes, food, shelter, light, fuel, 
and books—if all schools were organized with 
clearing house methods for disposing of the 
output-it only needs turning to the agri- 
cultural and normal institute at Madison, 
Tenn.; the penal Institutions, and the insane 
asylums, which almost altogether are self- 
supporting, to demonstrate.“

Dangers in Night Work. 

The moral and physical dangers to women 
who work in factories at night long have been 
recognized in this country, and the prohibi- 
tion of such work was the subject of the in- 
ternational treaty signed, last September at 
the Berne conference by Jourteen European 
nations. Women, however, may be legally 
employed all night in all but four of the 
states. 

Equally unsatisfactory is the state of the 
law with regard to the limitation of the hours 


of women. in thirty-three states noattempt 
is made to restrict the hours, and even in the 


states where certain restrictions are in force 
their protective purpose seriously is curtailed 
by special exemptions and exceptions which 
practically allow the ufacturers to evade 
the law. 2 i ,

Get Double Engiteh Wages. 

In respect to wages the position of the 
women worker in America will bear favorable 
comparison with our own. From what I 
learned I should say that the average wage 
paid to factory women is $6 a week—a wage 
more than double the average earned by the 
same class of labor in Great Britain. In 
Massachusetts the women engaged in the 
worsted and woolen industry are in much 
the same position as the women employed in 
the factories of Lancashire—they are paid 
at the same rate as men for the same work, 
Wages have advanced over a period of years, 
though the volume of work done and the 
stress and strain placed upon labor and the 
profits for employers also have greatly in- 
creased. * During the last thirty years wages 
in America have advanced 25 per cent, as

It will be asked to what extent these high 
wages are counterbalanced by increased cost 
of living. Food.is about as cheap as in Eng- 
land, and many general necessities are much 

price. But rent is dearer, clothes 

dearer. 

Speaking » broadly, T should say that the 

wages paid to women are from 30 to 100 per 

cent higher than in England, and that the 

cost of living is from 25 to 80 per cent higher. 

There is certainly an economic advantage of 

at least 80 per cent in favor of the American 
worker. 

It would, however, by means of averages be 
easy to paint far too rosy a picture of Amer- 
ica’s industrial life. It must not be. forgot- 
ten that in all large towns there are many 
hundreds of sweatshops in which thousands 
of women, mainly of alien nationality, are 
employed. At the recent industfial exhibit 
held in Chicago many examples were shown 
of Russian, Italian, and other foreign: work- 
women engaged in sweated industries who, 
by tofling long hours, together with their 
children, only are able to earn meager and 
insufficient. wages... These supersweated 
workers form a serious menace to the whole 
fabric of industrial well being and trade 
unionists and many legislators fully are alive 
to the danger.

‘card. By this means it has on certain classes 


of work been able to raise wages from 9 cents 
to a minimum of 12.cents per piece. 

It is not the least of many hopeful signs 
in America that the trained minds of the 
legislators are being brought to bear upon 
the. problems of industry, and that many of 
them are alive to the need for protecting the 
labor..of women, realizing that in doing so 
they are protecting the health and strength

He traced 
the family back to Philadelphia and discovered a family 
bible, with the records of the deaths of his great-great- 
srandfather and other members of the family, and five 
out of eight deaths recorded there happened on April 
li—and the others were Ellises only by marriage.

as far as he knows, is the sole surviving descendant of

No longer may the pretty working girl in the 
city cultivate an acquaintance with the farmer boy 
who buys marchandise of her employer by inclosing an 
invitation for him to write to her when she wraps up 
the goods ‘lie has bought. She may not put a photo- 
graph of herself in the package that is to go to him, 
requesting in return one of his pictures. The new 
rules forbid her to write even her name and address 
on any of the articles that go out of the house or in 
any way attempt to communicate with customers of 
What chance has Cupid under such a handicap as 
this? With this restriction in force what chance is 
there for him to repeat the romance of the pretty straw- 
berry picker in Ohio who wrote her name and address 
in the bottom of a berry box and won the heart and 
hand of a wealthy New York merchant?. The Chicago 
girls whose opportunities to win husbands have been 
curtailed by this rule are up in arms and they are 
threatening to go out on a strike unless the obnoxious 
requirement is done away with. They contend that it is 
none of their employers’ business if they wish to cor- 
respond with the young men who purchase goods of the 
firm, and some of the girls have gone so far as to. sug- 
Sest that their unions should take up the matter with 
a view of having the ruling set aside.

Too Many Girls Getting Married. 

But there are two sides to the question, the pro- 
tests of Cupid and the girls notwithstanding. The 
managers of the big mail order houses declare that the 
Practice of putting notes and photographs in the pack- 
ages had grown to such: extent that the rule forbid- 
ding it was necessary.

That gave the mail order house a clew to the prac- 
tice that was being carried on by the girls and it did not 
take them long to start a search with the object of 
finding the author of the note. Fortunately for the girl, 
she had signed a fictitious name to the letter, giving her 
correct address, however, and this fact alone prevented 
her from being found out. After that the girls were 
instructed not to write on the packages that were sent 
out or to inclose notes or other articles in them. 

The candy manufacturers have had more trouble In 
this connection than the mail order houses and with 
them the rule against sending notes in the boxes of 
candy is even more strict. C. F. Gunther is outspoken 
against the practice and the girls in his employ are 
warned that any violation of the rule if detected will 
mean their instant dismissal. Mr. Gunther has a differ- 
ent reason, ‘however, for objecting to the practice. 


Says he: | i 


“You might think it odd, but it is a fact that this 
thing of putting notes in boxes of candy has been known 
to drive more than one married couple into the divorce 
courts. Ninety per cent of all candy is purchased by 
men and less than 10 per cent is eaten by them. A man 
buys a box of candy for his wife or his sweetheart and 
rarely does he open it before giving it to her. Well, 
then, you can imagine what might happen if some mar- 
ried woman were to open a box of bonbons that had 
been presented to her by her husband, only to find a 
daintily written love note in the box. Her conclusion 
would be that her husband had in some manner got his 
wires crossed and that some woman, perhaps, had sent 
him the candy or that he had bought that particular 
box for some other woman.

Notes in Candy Boxes Make Trouble. 


“She might think that the writing was in the dis- 
guised hand of her own husband and that he had fixed 
it that way purposely to fool her in the event of his 
being found out. Again, if we permitted our girls to 
put notes in the candy boxes the sweethearts of the 
young men who ultimately buy the candy for them 
would object on the ground that the note might lead 
the young man in question to discard them in favor of 
the girl in the candy factory. That would be a sensible 
objection, too.” 

There is a situation that would puzzle Cupid himself. 
If he were to object to the rule against allowing the 
girls to send notes in the boxes on the ground that suca 
rulings constitute class legislation, and that they in- 
jured his business, how can he get around the fact that 
what might be gained by the girls in the factory would 
be lost by the young women who consume the candy? 
A young woman might be engaged to a young man and 
then, if he were to give her a box of candy In which 
there were an anonymous love note, how would she 
know where it came from? Engaged girls are foolish 
creatures, often imagining that every other girl in the 
world is jealous of her and that all sorts of schemes 
are on foot to take her prospective hurband away from 
her. She does not want love notes In her bonbon boxes 
They look too suspicious. 

Mr. Gunther is right in the matter and if he were of 
a mind to do so he could cite a decision of the Circuit 
court of Tennessee to support his contention. In the

city of Nashville some years ago a man named Powell 
was sued by his wife for divorce. In the subsequent 
hearing it developed that Mrs. Powell had found a love 
note, typewritten, in a box of candy that had been 
given to her by her husband. She was suspicious at 
once and the next day she went to her husband's office 
to ascertain the color of the ribbon on his typewriter. 
To her amazement the color corresponded with that in 
which the note was written, and on the strength of that 
discovery she proved to the satisfaction of the trial 
judge some time later that her husband had written 
the note himself on the typewriter and that the box of 
candy had been intended for his pretty stenographer. 

Powell tried in vain to show that he had not been 
on even friendly terms with the young woman in ques- 
tion, but the color of the typewriter ribbon was against 
him, Some months after the divorce had deen 
granted the stenographer sued the former Mrs. Powell 
on a charge of criminal libel and the case was fought 
out at length im the courts. The typewriter operator, 
lost her suit, however, just as Powell did, and it de- 
volved upon her to pay the court costs.

Husband Not Guilty After All. 


A girl who formerly had worked in a St. Louis candy 
factory happened, years later, to hear her husband, a 
lawyer, speak of the case in connection with a suit that 
he was then prosecuting in the courts of his home city.

This case often is cited by lawyers all over the country 
when it is desired to show the uncertainty of circum- 
stantial evidence. 

Mr. Gunther says that to allow the girls in his fac- 
tory to put notes in the boxes of candy would indicate 
a lack of business management and that his trade 
would suffer greatly. Dan Cupid, however, does not, con- 
cern himself with business affairs, and if he makes up 
his mind that romances can be made by getting the 
Chicago working girls into communication with the 
young men of,the outside world he is going to do it. 

“We send out several thousand boxes of candy 
every day,” said Mr. Gunther, “and you can imagine 
what a jumble our business would be in if we permitted 
the girls in our employ to send their silly, sentimental 
messages in the candy boxes.”

Romance of a Lard Pail.

In most cases this telepathic message is a mere vague 
presentiment.

You have a dim 
sense of anxiety or longing, which you dismiss almost 
instantly. You may never know that the friend has had 
occasion at that moment to think of you, and perhaps 
long for your help. When you see him again you forget 
to speak of the incident, or, if you remember it, you 
find that he has forgotten. f 

As to ghosts, Dr. Hollander says they are perfectly 
natural and often are seen. He cites the familiar case of 
the ghost of the man that has been murdered, and whose 
specter haunts the scene of the crime. At the time of 
the tragedy the victim’s mind is wrought up to the 
highest pitch. The mysterious energies of the brain 
project thoughts of such extraordinary clearness and 
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definite form. They linger, floating in the neighborhood“ 
usually as more or less Gefinite pictures of the victim's 
personality. 

If some sensitive person passes the scene or attempt . 
to spend the night in the room where the crime was com- 
mitted, he receives the stimulus of the impression, and 
his mind, reacted upon by the vivid thought of the 
victim, is able to see the ghost. The person that is not 
sensitive, or whose mind is full of its own problema, 
may not see the ghost, even though it is there waiting 
to be seen.

Ghost Always Hanging Around. 


The specter may be shadowy, dim, and vague, or it 
may be well defined. This depends both upon the brain 
energy of the victim and the sensitiveness of the spec- 
tator. The ghost may cling to the neighborhood for only 
a short time, or it may be there for generations. This 
is how houses come to be haunted. In such cases usually 
the ghost is seen only now and then, or perhaps by 
certain persons only, but it always is there, waiting to 
visualigé itself at the right moment to the perceptive 
soul. 

“This will explain why daring men who come armed 
with pistols and swords do not see the ghost at first,” 
says Dr. Hollander. “So long as they are wide awake

llized men, were robust and strong, without disease, 
but with the coming of missionaries and traders came 
the diseases of civilization, which are rapidly wiping out 
the savage peoples. He cites, for example, the measles, 
a comparatively harmless disease among civilized races, 
which was introduced by Europeans with deadly resuits 
among the natives of the South Sea islands. 

An illustration of the damage done to domesticated 
animals by parasites which are quite harmiess to wild 
beasts is the terrible nagana disease which has killed 
hundreds of thousands of cattle in Africa. Col. David 
Bruce of the British army discovered that this disease 
was caused by a minute screwlike parasite, called, in 
honor of its discoverer, trypanosoma Brucei. 

The tsetse fly, which already was known to produce 
the disease in some way, was found by Col Bruce 
to do so by conveying by its bite the trypanosoma from 
wild big game animals to domesticated horses and 
cattle. The parasite was harmless in the wild animals. 


but when transferred to domesticated live stock it 


caused almost certain death. 
A similar paragite is believed to be the cause of the 


mysterious “sleeping sickness” which has assumed the 
proportions of a plague in western Africa. This disease, 
also caused by the tsetse Hy. is fatal to human beings.

In the same manner, people who die with something 
on their minds which they are unable to tell at the 
moment of dissolution, project their thoughts so viv- 
diy that often they materialize before the interested 
survivors. 

A woman who had hidden a large sum of money in the 
head of her bed wished to reveal the fact to her daugh- 
ter, but at the time of her death was unable to speak. 
However, she sent her thought so persistently and vivid- 
ly to the spot where the treasure was, that afterward at 
night when the place was still and there was no distract- 
ing sound or sight, the daughter could perceive her 
mother’s shadowy form at the head of the bed. As this 
appeared night after night a search Was made and the 
money was found. The ghost was not really the spirit 
of the woman that died, but a brain projection caused by 
her own anxiety which so stimujated the daughter that 
she was able to reproduce the picture in her own mind.

Phantoms Belong to Medicine’s Realm. 


Prof. Hollander thinks now that scientists muy 
investigate ghosts without loss of dignity, many things 
of interest will be discovered about them, and perhaps 
the laws that regulate them will be formulated clearly. 
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such diseases. He tells of examining in the Pasteur 
institute in Paris in 1905 the minute spiral thread 
discovered in that year by Frits Schaudinn, and called 
by him spirocheeta pallida, since altered to spironema 
pallidum. This organism has been shown to be te 
cause of “the most terrible and widely spread of 
human diseases, destroying the health and strength of 
those whom it does not kill and damaging the lives of 
their children, so that it has been said that this malady 
and the use of alcohol as a beverage together are re- 
sponsible for more than half the disease and early 
death of the mature population of Europe.

Deadly Parasite to Be Controlled. 

The great scientéet mentions the great progress 
which has been made in the last fifty years in discov- 
ering the nature and history of the parasites which 
cause splenic fever, leprosy, phthisis, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, Flanders, cholera, plague, lockjaw, gangrene, sep- 
tie poisoning of wounds, puerperal fever, malaria, sleep- 
ing sickness, and other diseases which are fatal to man. 
These discoveries indicate that man ultimately will 
control these parasites and check their ravages. 

“But why should we be content to wait long years, 
even centuries, for this control, when we can have it 
in a few years?” he asks. “If more men and abler 
men were employed to study and experiment on this 
matter we should soon make an end of all infectious 
diseases. Is there any one, man or woman, who would 
not wish to contribute to the removal from human life 
of the suffering and uncertainty due to disease, the 
anguish and misery caused by premature death? Yet 
nothing is done by those who determine the expendi- 
ture of the revenues of great states towards dealing 
adequately with this matter.”

One of the prettiest waists seen lately was ma. de 
almost entirely of strips of Cluny lace insertion, put 
together with a small fagoting stitch. 
of this kind ten yards of two and one-half or three 
inch insertion are needed, and the strips are joined so 
as to run lengthwise’ on the waist. A good sized 


shoulder plait is laid, so as to guarantee plenty of 


fullness. 


There is a shallow yoke: with square corners, put in 
on both front and back. To make this yoke lay the 
front and back of your patterns together at the shodl- 
der seam and trace out the shape of the yoke, making 
u five inches deep in the front, three and one-half or 
four inches deep in the back, and seven or seven and 
one-half inches wide across the bottom. Cut out 
pattern of the yoke (it has no shoulder seam), and wun 
this pattern baste alternate strips of linen tape one- 
quarter of an inch wide and strips of Cluny insertion 
one inch wide, and leave an eighth inch space between 
the rows of tape and insertion.

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down, then whipping a narrow lace edge on, 80 it stands 
out prettily. ‘ 

The cuffs and collar are made to match the yoke, 
and the body of the sleeves is made like the body of 
the waist. Both these waists should have a founda- 
tion of china silk, which keeps it well in place, These 
are stylish as well as practical waists, and look ex- 
ceedingly well with the two piece suits. Such waists 
are an acquisition when traveling, for they take up 
but little room, do not crush easily, and make an - 
tractive change from the silk or tailored waist when 
worn in a hotel dining room for dinner or at the 
theater. Another advantage is, a woman easily can 
wash them out herself, after which they should be 
pulled into shape and well shaken until nearly dry, 
no ironing being necessary, except of the tucked 
medallions in the first waist described. 

A waist a little out of the ordinary in design is one 
that washes up well in pearline or Persian lawn. The 
broad band of insertion which forms a V on the upper 
half of the waist and then extends to the bottom on 
one side is of Cluny or imitation Irish point. The 
material below the lace is pulled into the lace, and 
there are two rows of narrow insertion set into the 
lawn, running up and down on each side of the middle. 

The treatment of the back of the waist is par- 
ticularly pretty. The broad insertion is used to make 
a little square shaped yoke, the lace going into the 
shoulder seam exactly meeting the lace in the front 
at the shoulder, and the yoke has mitered corners. 
The narrow insertion is put In on both sides of the 
back, the same as in the front. The sleeves have the 
broad insertion used down their length, and the neck 
and cuff bands are made of strips of the narrow in- 
sertion and the material finished with a tiny lace edge. 

The V shape in the front and the square in the 
back are filled in with the narrow insertion and strips 
of the lawn running across.

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with tiny ribbon rosettes in the center of each, and 


below this are pointed pieces bordered with a narrow 
insertion and finished kilting of the net. The ilustra- 
tion will show the proper lengths and slant which 
should be given to each piece. The sleeves are a ÜUttie 
fuller tham any other described so far, and are prettily 
trimmed with ribbon and the net kilting. The waiat 
is ‘ined with chiffon. 

And now comes one a Iittle more elaborate than any 
of the others. The material used is a fine allover lace, 
with the smallest sort of am inset down the middle of 
the front and beautifully shaped of Irish point, this 
lace also forming the collar... The sleeves easily can be 
copied from the picture, and the entire waist is chiffon 
lined. The modified jumper effect is made of soft satin 
or silk, cut on the bias. In this instance the satin is a 
delicate green, edged with a tiny chiffon ruching. A 
little above the bust the satin is held in a little with 
a ruching, and from this point up there are two addi- 
tional ruchings, as can be seen. The design is carried 
out on the back to match the front. The waist is fin- 
ished at the bottom with a crush girdle of the satin. 
There was an article given last week tellmg clearly 
how to attach a girdle or belt to a waist, and neh- 
ing a waist in this manner is far more satisfactory 
than having the girdle separate. 


TWO DAINTY LITTLE NEGLIGEES. 


HE first little neglige is made entirely of a 

piece of deep nainsook embroidery, such as 

would be used for the ruffle of a petticoat. 

This is one of the prettiest simple negligés 

shown this spring, and to make it requires 

— but a few hours’ time. To get the yoke cut 
out, lay your embroidery on the shirtwaist pattern so 
the right shape in the neck is given, then cut out across 
the lower edge the armholes and shoulders, marking 
carefully for the seams. As will be seen from the il!us- 
tration, the lower part simply is the embroidery gath-

ered, and it must de plenty full, especially through the 
back, so it will set well. While there is no seam at the 
under arm, the ruffle must be cut out for the arm Hole 
at that place. There is an inch beading across the front 
at the bottom of yoke, in which ribbon is run. The 
yoke on the back, also the siceves, is put in with the 
narrow French beading. 

The last sketch is of a dainty little sacque in either 
a soft silk, velling, or some wash material. The prin- 
cipal feature is the deep contrasting border, set on with 
an open work stitch,

Lingerie Neckwear— 

This season will be both charming and 
varied, but one must pay high prices to get 
the best. Imitations can be had at a small 
price, but, as these are worked out in coarse 
linens and lawns, with cheap lace and ma- 
chine embroidered, they are not to be com- 
pared with the higher priced ones.

“What thie country needs is not more 
laws, but a better enforcement of those we 
have.”

During this year’s sessions of legislatures 
in sixteen states no leas than 18,700 bills were 
introduced. Of this number 5,881 were passed 
and most of them will become laws by the 
signature of the governors. 

The average number of bills introduced in 
each state was 1,160, and the average number 
passed 864. Assuming that thie is 4 fair 
average for each of the states in the union, 
the total number of bills introduced in all the 
states this year would be 52,005, and the total

In Texas much friction developed at the 
extra session between Gov. Campbell and the 
lawmakers. Matters finally were smoothed 
over and the tax raising legislation wanted 
by the executive was passec. 

In Illinois also the legislators at the regu-. 
lar session failed to pass bills which Gov. 
Deneen demanded. The result was a threat 
that the lawmakers would be called in extra 
session. There was so much opposition to an 
extra session that a compromise was reached 
by which the legislature took a recess until 
in the fall.
